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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 33, 35, and 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 33, 35, and 37-38 recite "one or more computer-readable media". 
However, it appears that such one or more media are interpreted as "signal, such as 
carrier wave or other transport mechanism" (see Specification, page 25) that are 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Signals, such as carrier waves are not limited 
to that which falls within a statutory category of invention because it is not limited to a 
process, machine, manufacture, or a composition of matter. Signals, such as carrier 
waves do not fall within a statutory category since it is clearly not a series of steps or 
acts to constitute a process, not a mechanical device or combination of mechanical 
devices to constitute a machine, not a tangible physical article or object which is some 
form of matter to be a product and constitute a manufacture, and not a composition of 
two or more substances to constitute a composition of matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-32 are allowed. 

Claim 20 recites, "identifying most recent audio key packet previously received; 
decoding the most recent audio key packet; identifying audio delta packets received 
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subsequent to the most recent audio key packet; decoding the identified audio delta 
packets; discarding alternating audio delta packets; deleting N of P delta frames, 
wherein N and P are integers and wherein N is determined based on a combination of 
the amount of memory available for storing decoded video frames and the frame rate 
desired during reverse playback," which are unique features that are not disclosed by 
prior art. 

Claims 21-27 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 20. 

Claim 28 recites, "identifying compressed audio packets associated with the 
compressed video data, wherein the compressed audio packets comprise: audio key 
packets; and audio delta key packets; wherein the video data store stores P minus N 
delta frames, N and P are integers, and N is determined based on a combination of an 
amount of memory available for storing decoded video frames and a frame rate desired 
during reverse playback," which are unique features that are not disclosed by prior art. 

Claims 29-32 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 28.
